The words of King George in his 
speech trom tbe throne at the open- 
ing of ParMament on Tnceday afford 
smaL hope for Juetioe for oiapreeeed 
Ireland.

Arrangements for bringing 
into force the Government's Iriah 
act are now well advance<l and I 
earnestly trust that in th<' near fu- 
ture the majority of the people will 
show their determination to repudi- 
site violeooe and give effect to an 
sot whioh eonfera upon them reepoo- 
sibiUtlee of eetf-govemment and pro- 
vldea machinery by whtoh they can 
attain. Iffleh. msMjr by eooigtitivUooal 
meana."

An Interestioc Mt of hMory. Il- 
lustrating the aOtltnde oC a 'prom- 
inent Jesuit towaitls education of 

the i)eorle, is related In L'Eccle 
Emanclpee. the organ of the French 
Public School Teachers' Ass<x-iaitlon. 
.\ccording to a translation of the 
article published In the Living Age. 
there were a.ss»ml>led in Paite one 
dav in November, 1849, ait a t*me 
wlien tihe much tUsmMMd FaUoux 
law for the regulation of puhMe in- 
»t ruction In France was being 
urged, severa'i dlstlngnished gen- 
tlemen. Failloux's associates in 
drafitlng the law. The gentlemen 
named were the noted Catholic pub- 
Melst VemO'lot, forceful e<liior of 
L'UBlver.>»e : Count Montalembert, 
Monelgnore I'arisis. the Bishop of 
Ijingrw; tlie statesman Thieif, and 
a Jeeuit, whose name ie not given In 
the article. It Is related, and the 
artlclie i« slightly ooiored 'with a 
Uberallatis tinge, thsA wihile Thiers 
and lOaWoux favored the draft of the 
atatnte,' the publicist and the Bishop 
w«re Inclined to cooeider it "too 
libemJ." It appeared that the opin- 
ion 0< the latter would prevail when 
the JeSuH father, who until then 
had taken no active share in the 
discuK-sion. a.skeA tor penniartPa to 
ffjteek anil declamd: 

"It seems to UM that all that h«« 
been said so far is hased Upon an 
initlai error. You are all afraid of 
public education. You fancy thst 
when people are educated It wi^l be 
impossible to govern them, and that 
as their knowledge increa«!« they 
wMl be more prone to revolution 
I do not agree with this. We need 
have no fear o( -eilucating the peo- 
ple. In my opinion, education In 
the betit way to get pos.stoslOB «< 
tli4' minds of the maswes. " 

The Jesuit father offered a ekntch 
of the hlutorlc development of 
France In support of hia contention, 
and argued hie poinit in spite of the 
opposition of the Bishop and V«u»l 
lot. He pleaded for cheaper book*. 
Itor qualifying the public to read 
the Journala. and added; "What our 
country nerf>d.< is free, obligatory, 
public ins! ruction; and 1 may add. 
lay irnit ruction." The article con- 
cludew with 'he st.;itenient that when 
M. Thiers, after twenty years, was 
elected President of tbe Republic, 
"hia school policy and bla use of tbe 
press were, tokens of taotnage" to 
the adTloe of the ' Jeauit. 

Tbs article suggests rev>ea1«dly 
that the speaker quoted supported 
bis oontentlons with the argument 
that public instruction would, rather 
than 5»erve to emancipate the peo- 
ple from the paternalistis rule of 
th^ church and State or to Inciiie 
them to revoJiution, leave them 
dqcile and obedient. That this was 



not his true attitude — while he may 
have intimated that consideration — 
is evMeat from another passage of 
Ms discourse. "If in days to oone," 
he said, "the goremmeot of any 
nat.ion is .overthrown, it wWl be a 
government whose subjects are 
largely Illiterate. For complete 
education makes a man fre.'; hut 
half education merely ni.iket; him 
ororconfldent, and an e,i-> pi-ey to 
the persuasion of meu who would 
rule him." Colored lu"- the report 
printed In the i<'^mch paper is, U 
serves to emphaslae tlie taot that 
ne pi i it ' "I— tip— »" m s aJj 
esp ou sed aad adsooatsd tbe cause 
of .popular inatraetlon hi tbe fa«e of 
opposition. And this is no mere 
chance happening. At the same 
time that the Falloux law w-a»i be- 
ing agitated i-i Ffaticc the .Jesuits 
in the kiuKdom of .N'aple.s likewise' 
championed iiulilic in^siruction. .it 
the risk of losing the favor of tliosie 
in iK>wer. Priests of the order, 
publishing tbe Civilta Oatollca in 
.Naples, urged ta the ootaimna of 
thia tamous Jonmat the openhig of 
schools and tbe teaching of the 
masses to read and write. The sec- 
ular powers refused to tolerate such 
propaganda, and even euppreseed 
the journal. The Jesuitu were 
forced to remove their publication 
office to Home, where tbe Civilta 
has ever since continuiMl to api>ear. 
The advocacy of public instruction 
by this order and the laets con- 
nected with the suspension of the 
noted review In Naples are empha>> 
sised by the eavant Krauas. a die- 
tlnguished writer on church history 
and the history of Christian art, in 
his life of <'avour, the celebrated 
Italian statesman. The stretia 
Krauss luyb on the incitlent is all 
tbe more noteworthy iHK-au.s^' <>f the 
fact that he was far from cordially 
dispo.seil towards the order. 

"Those prone to criticise the 
chureh as an alleged, enemy of pnh< 
lie instruction, arguing from the 
neglect of ittstmetton la CatboMc 
coiintrtaa, orerlook the faot that 
such ooutttriea have frequently 
been under the guidance of nilerti 
who were not wlllin*; io lie Ie*! by 
the cliurch's counsels It was not 
the church Imt autocratic kings 
and princes who at titiu-s looked 
with disfavor upon insti nct ion for 
the membei-« of the low.-r cla.sset'. 
In fact, historians have discovere<i 
iliai pubjlc inntructioc deteriorated 
in France during the 18th century, 
that is. during the reign of sucta 
monarchs as Lou4s XIV. and liouia 
XV. And it la alao a fact that the 
capitalistic burgeois in both France 
and Kngland were none too an'xious 
to etitablish public education when 
they had 8ncceede<l to power, and 
that for the very reasons which the 
le-iiU father brought out so clearly.
